THE entertainments last evening commenced with a new Operetta, in 
one act, by Mr. Samuel Lover, bearing the singular title of J/ Paddy 
Whack in Italia. The author’s name caused us to anticipate the pro- 
duction would be an agreeable one, and we were not altogether disap- 

inted as regards the musical portion. The plot is rather complicated, 
and we give it in as entire a shape as its mysteriousness will permit.

When snugly seated in 
the wehicle, however, it is discovered that the fair fugitive is not a lady, 
but Il Paddy Whack disguised as one. Here ends the trifle, the chief 
agreebleness of which consists in some very pretty music. At the con- 
} clusion, the author was led on by Balfe with applause. Balfe, Wilson, 
aud Barker, sang very sweetly, and Duruset, as Buzzard, a short 
sighted Englishman, rendered his part highly amusing by imparting a rich 
vein of humour to its delivery —The house was full. The following song 
was sung by Balfe, and unanimously encored :
